choke it. but that as ſerde ſowen in good ground 
it map bꝛing fozth thirty f ſixty,and an hundꝛed 


foldc,as thy heauenip hath appoynted. 
And berauſe we haue neede continuallp to crane 


manpt thinges at thy handes, wehumblye be⸗ 
ſech thee ( O heauenly Father ) to graunt vs thy 
holy ſpirit to direct our peticions, 2 they map

moceede from ſuch a feruent minde, as map be 
agreable to thy molt bleſſed will. And ſeing that 
our infirmitiets able to do nothing without thy 
heipe, and that thou art not ignozant with how 
many & great temptations we pooze wzetches 
are on euery ſide encloſed & compaſſed: Let thy 
ſtrength P Loꝛd ſuſtapne our weaknclle , that 
we being defended with thy foꝛce or thy grace, 
map be ſafely pꝛeſerued againſt all aſſaults of ĩa⸗ 
than: who goeth about continually like a roaring 
pon ſeeking to deuoure vs. Encreaſe our faith 
CD mercifuli Father) that we do not ſwarue at 
any time from thy heaucnlp woꝛd: but augment 
in vs hope and loue, with a carefull keping of all 
thy commaundements that no hardnes of hart, 
no hipocriſp, no concupiſcence of the epes, noꝛ in 
ticementes ofthe woꝛld, do dzaw vs away from 
thy obedience . Ind ſeing we liue now in thele 
moſt pcrilous times: let thy fatherlp pꝛouidence 
defcnd vs agaynſt the violence of our enemies, 
which do ſeeke by al meanes to oyzes thy truth. 
Furthermoꝛe fozaſmuch as by thy holy Apoſtie 
we be taught to make our pꝛapers and ſuppli⸗ 
cations foꝛ all men , wee pzap not onely foz our 
ſelues here pꝛeſent, but belech thee alſo, to re⸗ 
duce all ſuch as be pet iqnozant from the iniſera⸗ 
vie captiuitie of blindnes and erroꝛs, to the pure 
vnderſtanding and knowledge of thy heaucni 
truth, that we all with one conſent and vnity 
minde map wozthip thee our onely God e Saui 
our. And that ali paſtoꝛs, ſhepheardes c mini⸗ 
ſters, to whom thou haſt committed the diſpen⸗ 
Cation of thy holy wozde , & charge of thy choſen 
people, map both in thepꝛ lyfe and doctrine, bee 
founde fapthfull, ſctting onely befozc theyꝛ eyes 
thy glozy , & that by them all pooze ſhepe which 
wãder & go a ſtrap map be gathered & bzought 
home to thy folde. Wozeouer becauſe the hartes 


of rulers are in thy hands: we belcch ages — *

rect and gouerne the hartes of all kinges pꝛin⸗ 
ces E maieſtrates to whome thou commit⸗ 
ted the ſwoꝛde:eſpeciauy( O Loꝛd) accoꝛdumg to 
our bounden duetie, we beſech ther to maintaine 
Eincrcaſe the honourable eſtate of the Queencs 
Maieſtie, e ali her moſt noble counſailers , and 
Maieſtrates e al the whole body of this comon 
wealc. Let thy fatherly fauour ſo pꝛeſerue them 
and thy holp ſpirite ſo gouernc their hartes, that 
thy religion map be purely maintained, maners 
refoziticd,#® ſinne puntſhed,accozdidg to the pꝛe⸗ 
cile rule of thy holy wozd. Ind foꝛ that we be al 
menibers of the miſticall body of Jeſus Chziſt, 
We make our requeſtes vnto thee ( O heaueniy 
Father) toꝛ all ſuch as are afflicted þ any kinde 
of croſſe oz tribulation as warre, piage, faminc, 
fickncs pouerty, impziſonment, perſecution, ba⸗ 
niſhmẽt, oz any other kinde of thy rods, whether 
it be calamitie of bodp,oz vexation pf minde:that 
it would pleaſe thee , to geue them pacience and 
conſtancy , til thou ſend them full deuucraunce 
of ali their troubles . Roote out from hence O 
2.92d ) all rauening wolues, which to fill their 
vellies, ſeke to deſtrop thy flocke, Ind ſhew thy 
great mercies vpon thoſe our bethꝛen in other 
cofitrics, which are perſecuted, caſt into pꝛiſou. 
c daply condẽned foꝛ the teſtimony of thy truth. 
And though they be vtterly deſtitute of all mans 
ayde, yet let thy ſweete comkozte neuer departe 
frõ them, but ſo enflame their harts with thy ho 
ly ſpirit, that they map boldly # cherefully ab:de 
ſuch triall as thy godly wildome ſhall appoynt. 
So that at length as well by their death. as by 

their life, the kingdom or thy deare ſonne Jeſus 
Ehxiſt, map increaſe and ſhinc th:cugh all the 

Woꝛld. In vhoſe name we make our humble 
peticions to thee, as he hath taught vs. 
Our farher which art in heauen hallowed. C . 
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
